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Trichomoniasis in the Pure Bred Herd 


A Paper Presented at the Annual Convention of the Holstein-Friesian 


Association of America, June 3, 1941

disease problem, because much has been said and 
written about the Trichomonad and its activities. 
Therefore it should not be necessary to repeat all of the 
details, but simply review briefly a few of the important 
facts and then get right down to the particular problem 
of avoiding or controlling trouble of this kind. 
Trichomonad disease is caused by an animal so tiny 
that it is composed of a single cell; and it can be seen 
only through a microscope. 

This infection is carried to the bull by an infected cow 
and then is carried by him from cow to cow at the time 
of service. It spreads very seldom, if at all, in any 
other way. Trichomonad disease appears in a herd 
following the arrival of a new bull, following service of 
an infected cow from another herd, or following serv- 
ice of a cow previously infected by service outside the 
herd. 


Mas of you are already acquainted with this 


How to Recognize the Disease 

Possibly the best way to help you recognize this 
disease when you encounter it will be to name some of 
the conditions that may be observed in a herd that has 
just been infected. 

One of the first things that may be noticed is that 
cows will discharge after service. This is not always 
true, but it is often the first irregularity noticed; and it 
may point to a certain bull when a herd is large enough 
to be using serveral bulls. 

Another early symptom is that cows often show irreg- 
ular heat periods. A cow will pass over a heat period, 
and may then come in heat at almost any interval from 
30 days to 100 days. Such a cow will be considered 
normal and pregnant when she goes over her heat period; 
and there will be no suspicion of trouble until heat 
periods recur. It is highly probable that most of these 
cows do conceive; but the fetus dies in a comparatively 
short time and is expelled from the womb. 

A more noticeable and a more alarming evidence of 
trouble will be the fact that cows lose their calves before 
the middle of pregnancy. Very often the abortion occurs 
so early that it passes unnoticed, in which case the con- 
dition is likely to be classed as sterility rather than as 
abortion. 

One other condition occurs, but may go unnoticed un- 
less there is a careful examination of each cow; or, 
still better, a periodic check on the reprodtictive organs 
of each cow in the herd. In some cases the dead fetus 
is not expelled, but remains in the uterus and slowly 
decomposes. When this happens considerable quantities 


of Pus usually accumulate in the uterus, and this con- 
dition we call pyometra. 


Some herds will show only one or two of the condi- 
tions we have mentioned, others will show them all. 
Some herds will reveal the presence of trouble in only 
& portion of the females, while other herds will have 





practically all of the females involved. In almost every 
infected herd some cows will calve normally and at full 
term. 

The bull shows nothing in most cases, although he 
is easily the most important factor in spreading Tricho- 
monad infection. There is almost no change in his 
actions, and so little change in the appearance of any of 
his organs that these can not be readily recognized even 
on careful examination. Usually these changes occur 
soon after he becomes infected, and then they disappear 
entirely before enough cows show irregularities which 
lead to examination of the bull. 

How to Find the Trichomonad 

This has been a very sketchy review of much im- 
portant information, and many points have been omitted. 
However, the details are available from other sources; 
and we are interested today chiefly in control measures. 
The word control is used advisedly, because there is no 
satisfactory treatment for either the bull or the cow 
that is infected. 

When fighting any animal disease it is essential that 
we have an accurate diagnosis, which is only the pro- 
fessional way of saying that we must know exactly what 
condition is the real cause of trouble. Correct diagnosis 
is the basis of any successful fight against disease. 

Let’s trace the steps which will tell us definitely 
whether or not trichomonad disease is present in a herd 
in which the reproductive history has not been satis- 
factory. This can be done only when the veterinarian is 
in the barn and ready for work; and when he has the 
breeding records for each cow right at hand. 

Begin with a cow at each end of the line and then 
study the notes on her service calender:—-When was she 
fresh? Did she expel the fetal membranes promptly? 
How long did she discharge? On what dates was she in 
heat, bred? To what bull? Did she discharge? 

As you answer these questions for each cow your 
veterinarian must carefully examine the reproductive 
organs of that animal. Notes on his findings are added 
to the record. If they are in accord with your record 
all is well, but when the two do not agree something 
must be amiss; and it is up to the veterinarian to deter- 
mine what and where. 

If a cow is showing a discharge of pus after service 
or after a heat period at an irregular interval such pus 
is examined under the microscope. It is well to make 
an examination right in the barn, and then save some 
of the material for more careful study later on. If the 
case is of recent origin Trichomonads may be abundant, 
but in a case of several days’ standing there may be 
few Trichomonads even when they are the cause of 
trouble. 

When a cow that was presumably several months 
along in pregnancy proves instead to have a developed a 
case of pyometra some of this accumulated pus should

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Dairy Economics 
One-Two-Three Dollar Milk 


By E. G. 


HE importance of how prices to producers for dairy 

I products are to be determined in the course of the 

immediate future, in the New York Metropolitan 

Milk Marketing area, justifies a review at this time of 

the situation with regard to the cost of production and 
prices received last year by milk producers. 
The cost of production in 1940 

The first study made by Cornell in which the feed 
and labor for dairy cows was kept separate from the 
other dairy cattle showed that 25 pounds of grain, 84 
pounds of succulent feed. 75 pounds of dry forage, and 
3.4 hours of labor were used per 100 pounds of milk.’ 
These farms produced more milk in summer than the 
average market milk farm at the time, and thus the 
quantities of grain were lower and of dry forage higher 
per hundred pounds of milk than on the average market 
milk farm. 

After making other studies in the State and studying 
other investigations, it appeared that the following 
quantities would more nearly represent the average used 
in the production of 100 pounds of 3.6 test milk.? 


Concentrates 30 pounds 
Silage 100 pounds 
Hay 60 pounds 
Labor 2.6 pounds 


Time has proved that these quantities are correct so 
far as the feed is concerned. Twenty-five years of Cost 
Accounts from 1914-1938, including 15 years of results 
after this formula was published, show that the follow- 
ing quantities were used per 100 pounds of milk 


pro- 
duced: 


Concentrates 31 pounds 
Silage 100 pounds 
Hay 57 pounds 
Labor 2 hours 


The Cost Account data show that an average of two 
hours of labor was required, but the herds were larger 
and had higher production than the average of the State, 
which would affect the labor, but would not perceptibly 
affect the feed used per 100 pounds of milk produced. 

Most of the concentrated feed for dairy cows in New 
York is purchased and not home-grown. The cost to 
farmers in 1940 of an 18 per cent ration was about $32 
per. ton. 


The silage for milk production is grown on the farms 
where used. Cost accounts show the average cost to 
be about $5 per ton for the depression period but nearly 
$7 per ton for the 25 years 1914-1938. 

Most of the hay used is grown on the farms where 
used. The cost of producing hay other than alfalfa on 
New York farms has averaged $10 a ton since 1929 but 
about $13 per ton for the 25 years. 

In the Northeast, both the silage and hay enterprises 
are carried on primarily for the benefit of the dairy 
cattle enterprise. It is logical to expect the dairy enter- 
prise to pay for silage and hay at cost of production. 
No business can operate successfully by producing part 
of its raw material and charging it to another part of the 
business at less than cost. Distressed thay prices of some 
recent years have been less than cost. 


At current wages, farm labor costs around 30 cents 
an hour. The time of the farmer and his family in 
work on cows is conservatively equal in value per hour 
to the time of hired help.

Using these prices and quantities, the feed and labor 
cost of producing 100 pounds of milk on New York farms 
in 1940 was approximately as follows: 


30 pounds of concentrates at 1.6c $0.48 
100 pounds of silage at 0.25c 0.25 
60 pounds of hay at 0.5c 0.30 
2.5 hours of labor at 30c 0.75 

Total . $1.78 


The cost of feed except pasture and of labor amounted 
to $1.78 per 100 pounds of 3.6 per cent milk, but there 
are other costs of producing milk, such as use of pasture, 
bedding, use of buildings, use of equipment, horse labor, 
interest on the investment in the cows, depreciation on 
the cows, the cost of keeping the herd bull, milk haul- 
ing and miscellaneous costs. 

These charges, would be approximately as follows per 
hundred pounds of 3.6 test milk.‘

The total of these expenses amounts to 69 cents per 
190 pounds of milk, which makes the total cost of pro- 
ducing milk for 1940 $2.47. Calves at $4 each and 
manure at $1.00 per ton return a credit of about 17 cents 
a hundred pounds of milk, making the net cost for 1940 
$2.30 a hundred. Of this labor employed in milk pro- 
duction would receive 30 cents an hour. Out of the 30 
cents an hour labor would have to provide a house and 
all living expenses the same as would industrial workers 
where nothing was furnished them. 

What did New York dairymen 
receive in 1940 for their milk? 

The average price received for 3.6 milk in the 201- 
210 mile zone for the 12 months April 1940 to March 
1941 inclusive by producers in the New York milk shed 
was $1.89 per 100 pounds, or 41 cents per 100 pounds 
less than the cost of production above indicated. A 
mimeographed report giving details by months is avail- 
able from the author, tIhaca, N. Y. The net cost, except 
for labor, after calf and manure credits are deducted was 
about $1.55. The return to labor at this price was 34 
cents per hundred pounds of milk or about 13 cents an 
hour when 2% hours of labor were required per hun- 
dred pounds of milk. But since a hired man costs 30 
cents an hour, the returns to those operators who hired 
half of the work done on cows for their own labor 
under the average price received for the past 12 months 
has been less than 13 cents. 

The dairyman out of debt or the dairyman who does 
not hire much labor gets along in an unbusiness-like way 
on wage rates received from milk sold at less than $2.90 
a hundredweight, but those encumbered for a large part 
of their business and those who hire a large amount of 
help are finding it difficult to carry on a successful busi- 
ness on their labor returns. Meanwhile, the percentage 
delinquencies on Land Bank and on Land Bank Com- 
missioner loans in the New England and Middle Atlantic 
States doubled from 1937 to 1940.° 


How would a $3-$2-$1 price compare with 
cost of production? 

A total of 5.6 billion pounds of milk was pooled in 
the New York Metropolitan Milk Marketing Area in the 
12 months April 1940-March 1941. Of this, 45 per cent 
yas sold as Class I, 22 per cent as Class II and 33 per 
cent in the other classifications. If the producer had 
received for 3.5 milk in the 201-210 mile zone, net 
after all marketing expenses were paid, $3.00 per hun- 
dredweight for all Class I milk, $2.00 per hundredweight 

















for all Class II milk, and $1.00 per hundredweight for 
milk in all other classifications, the total amount of 
money received would have been 118.8 millions of dollars 
compared with 103.5 millions of dollars, or 15.3 millions 
of dollars more, about $253 more per farm for the aver- 
age monthly number of 60,285 farms participating in 
the pool. The average price received with those prices 
would have been $2.12 per hundredweight compared with 
$1.55 or 27 cents more per hundred pounds for all milk 
sold,—still 18 cents a hundred iess than the cost of 
production price of $2.30 necessary to result in 30 
cents an hour from milk production operations. The 
data are shown in table 2.

With the feed cost of production amounting to about 
$1.03 per hundredweight in 1940 and other costs except 
labor amounting to approximately 69 cents, the total 
net cost except labor, deducting calf and manure credits 
of 17 cents, would be $1.55 per hundredweight. If this 
is deducted from $2.12, the net price, under a $3-$2-$1 
price schedule, a return for labor of 57 cents per 100 
pounds of milk that required 2.5 hours of labor in its 
production, or about 23 cents per hour of labor would 
result. For the dairymen who paid 30 cents an hour for 
help on cows, the return would still be only about 15 
cents an hour, unelss he used labor more efficiently than 
the average producer with a two-man dairy. 

If the labor used in milk production in the New 
York milk shed is to receive reasonable pay for its ef- 
forts, a price schedule exceeding the $3-$2-$1 combina- 
tion must be received for the milk as it is now classified. 
The producer of food as important as dairy products 
must not be expected to toil without reasonable reward. 
If the distributing syetem can not market dairy products 
for less than present costs of distribution then the price 
to the consumer will need to be raised to give the pro- 
ducer reasonable wages for his time and the time of his 
family. Increased costs of distribution should not be 
borne by farm workers. The average rate of pay received 
by dairy farmers for the past ten years has not been suf- 
ficient to enable them to run their farms on a business 
basis. 

The payments to cooperatives and to handlers by the 
pool in 1940 amounted to-10.8 cents per hundred pounds 
of milk handled. Most of this does not reach the pro- 
ducer directly in any way. About 10 cents a hundred 
needs to be added to all classification prices as marketing 
service expense in order that producers receive the clas- 
sification prices net, in the New York Metropolitan milk 
Marketing area. Thus Class I milk sold in the pool at 
$3.05 would return the producer about $2.95, and the 
other classes also 10 cents a hundred less than the 
classification prices.

be removed and examined under the microscope. Such 
material, freshly obtained, is usually our very best basis 
for a positive diagnosis; because many times it is al- 
most a solid mass of wiggling organisms. 

Sometimes additional information can be acquired 
from a study of cervical swabs made from heifers bred 
10 to 20 days previously. 
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We do not have time to discuss all of the things that 


an examination might disclose, because each animal 
presents a slightly different combination of conditions. 
We have covered enough to convey the general idea, 
and the others will be brought out by the examination 
itself. 
How to Control the Trichomonad 

As already mentioned, Trichomonad disease does not 
respond to traetment, so that the control program must 
be such that it will prevent spread within the herd and 
will take full advantage of the blood-lines still available. 
When it has been definitely established that the herd is 
infected, lose no time in taking steps to get it under 
control. 

Divide the herd on the basis of the information pre- 
sented by the breeding record and by the examination 
of the organs. Decide for each cow in the herd whether 


she should be considered: 1. Probably clean, 2. Ex- 
posed, 3. Probably infected, or 4. Definitely infected. 
Probably clean includes all of those females that 


have an entirely satisfactory record, including absence 
of service to a bull after he has served any female in any 
of the other groups. 

Exposed includes all those females that have been 
bred to a bull after ‘he has served a cow in either of the 
two following groups; even though there has been no 
evidence (as yet) that infection was transferred by such 
service. 

Probably infected covers those cows in which 
is a history of service to an infected bull followed by 
discharge after service, irregular heat periods, early 
abortion, or other unsatisfactory breeding history; but 
from which cases Trichomonads have not been obtained. 

Definitely infected takes in that group of cows from 
which pus or swabs have been taken; and Trichomonads 


there 


have been seen from microscopic examination of such 
specimens. 
A buil remains ‘probably clean’ so long as he serves 


only females that would be classed as ‘probably clean’ at 
the time of such service; he becomes ‘exposed’ when he 
has served any cow after she classes as ‘exposed’ or ‘in- 
fected! <A bull is classed ‘probably infected’ when, ap- 
parently as a result of his service, a cow develops any 
of the irregularities which classify her as ‘probably’ in- 
fected.’ He is ‘definitely infected’ when Trichomonads 
have actually been recovered from his sheath or from the 
organs of any cow, apparently as a result of his service. 
The Breeding Program 

So far as possible, the breeding program should aim 
at the mating of a male with females in his own class 
or group. A ‘probably clean’ bull should be mated only 
with females that are ‘probably clean’; except that where 
artificial insemination is practiced semen from this bull 
may be used on any cow in the herd. 

An ‘exposed bull’ should serve only ‘exposed’ cows; 
except that his semen may be used to inseminate any 
cow ‘probably infected’ or ‘definitely infected’. 

A bull ‘probably infected’ should be used 
similarly classified; but ‘definitely infected’ 
be inseminated. 

A ‘definitely infected’ bull may be mated with cows 
‘definitely infected’; and a surprising number of such 
matings result in prompt conception and normal preg- 
nancy terminating in a live calf. Cows apparently de- 
velop some degree of protection from an attack of 
Trichomonad disease; at least cows that have once been 
infected can often be bred right back to the same bull 
that infected them originally and still maintain a normal 
reproductive cycle. There still is some question as to 
the saftey of assuming that such cows are free from the 
disease, so that the safe plan for the time being is to 
consider the cow no better than the lowest classification 
she has ever been in. 

The semen from a ‘definitely infected’ bull can not 
be used with uniformly satisfactory results on any other 
group of cows; nor should the semen from a ‘probably 
infected’ bull be used on the ‘exposed’ or on the ‘prob- 
ably clean’ cows. 

The general rule is that for natural service the male 
and the female should be classified the same otherwise 
there is danger of infecting a bull by contact with 
diseased cows, or else danger of infecting a considerable 
number of cows by service to the diseased bull. For in-

in Paul’s green Buick in the middle of January. And 

on glary-iced roads, twisting and turning up and down 
Pennsylvania’s Pocono hills, around tremendous trailer 
trucks jack knifed on the curves, then down along the 
ice-filled Susquehanna River. Once we had to back a 
half-mile up the mountain again and take a detour 
around one of the powerful 14-wheel monsters that com- 
pletely blocked the road. Less and less snow, now, 
around Harrisburg, but still the ice, and pretty soon, 
fog. Out in the country I began to notice broken lines 
of cedar trees, growing where fence rows used to be, 
sprouted a long time ago from the droppings of birds 
perched along the wires. No snow now, just ice and fog 
and cedar trees where fence rows were and occasionally 
a bank with green-leaved honeysuckle vines tumbling up 
its sides. 


We were in Maryland then, driving gingerly along 
in a January fog, the heater whirring warmth on our 
shins, gray dusk all around, and fog-dimmed headlights 
floating by. Then pretty soon there were street lights of 
Baltimore suburbs, turns, shortcuts across the main 
highways radiating outward from the city. Finally Mrs. 
Cary’s. Home again. Steaks, french fries, coffee, pie. 

After supper we climbed back into the Buick, drove 
out through Ellicott City and turned into the long pri- 
vate drive through the woods to Dunloggin. 

Dunloggin, you know, is a part of what was once one 
of the most prominent of the old colonial estates, Carroll- 
ton, or Doughregan Manor, as it is now known. George 
Washington was entertained there on a number of diff- 
erent occasions. Thousands of acres of the original land 
grant are still in the Carroll family, descendents of 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton, one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. The old manor house, a 
huge rambling three-story brick structure of the old 
southern style, is still the home of the present genera- 
tion of the Carroll family, standing just as it did then, 
in the same surroundings, with the brick overseer’s house 
down at the other end of the wide lane, a cluster of 
slave cabins around it, and the old English style one- 
story barns for their herd of Guernsey cattle. Nothing 
is changed, inside or out, except for a few conveniences 
of our more modern day. 


The story goes that the original grant read that it 
should cover all the land enclosed within an area which 
Carroll could encircle in 24 hours on horseback, and if 
my memory serves me, the area of the old estate included 
some 12,000 acres which would be a ride of roughly 75 
miles through uncleared timber land. What a horse 
like that couldn’t do today! 

About half of the old estate still remains intact. The 
783 acres occupied by Dunloggin are only a relatively 
small section. Mr. Natwick purchased it for the timber, 
and when he was through cutting on this land he made 
it into a beautiful farm. ‘‘Chatham”’ was the first farm 
name applied for, but as someone else already was using

this prefix, the much more colorful and descriptive “Dun- 
loggin’” was coined. 

At the farm a fire burning in the hearth in the tiny 
office felt good. Paul thumbed through the barn book 
on the desk to see ‘“‘who had died” and who had had bull 
calves and who had had heifers during his absence. Then 
we went to see the calves, the younger ones first, in a 
single large pen in the left wing, then the larger ones 
in the right wing. 


Paul singled out a particularly nice one. ‘‘Here’s a 
Fond Memory from a Woodmaster daughter” ‘And 
here’s another,—and jpnother—and another.”

Woodmaster is in 
heavy service, and so is Confident, (since deceased) with 
a few calves coming by Footprint (full brother to Safe- 
master) now owned by H. D. Andreas, of Beach City, 
Ohio. Old Admiral, banished to the barn “under the 
hill” because of his incessant bellowing, has a few calves 
coming. 

Dunloggin Fond Memory, in case you haven’t read 
your back cover of the World lately, is a son of Wood- 
master from Dunloggin Elenora, 951-lb twice All-Ameri- 
can daughter of old Elenora Della Burke, and dam of 
First Mistress (718 lbs fat), Proud Mistress, Dunloggin 
Aim (Baker Farm and Harold Shaw) and a brand new 
Woodmaster daughter, Mistress Melody. Fond Memory 
has 26 daughters in the herd and 34 calves coming by 
the end of April. 

Over in the right wing again, beyond the pen for the 
larger calves we found Confident and old Woodmaster. 
Everyone knows Woodmaster by name, the son of Lash- 
brook Pearl Ormsby, and World readers have seen the 
dairyness about him in his stretchy, deep bodied, square- 
rumped pictures in the .World.

Mature Equivalents 


T THE recent Dairy Science Association meeting 
Av J. F. Kendrick of the Bureau of Dairy Industry 

presented the results of studies they have now com- 
pleted of DHIA records by breeds. We publish in this 
issue a summary of Dr. Kendrick’s paper. From these 
figures it appears that the age-conversion factors in use 
in the past do not apply with accuracy to the different 
breeds. They found that Guernsey, Jersey and Ayrshire 
2-year-olds produce a considerably larger percentage of 
their mature annual production than is the case with 
Holsteins and Brown Swiss. Accordingly the employ- 
ment of uniform age-conversion factors over-estimates 
the mature records of the first three mentioned breeds 
and underestimates the figures for Holsteins and Brown 
Swiss. 

As a result, where 2-year-old performances are ad- 
justed to maturity in figuring sire indexes, where any 
proportion of the dam’s records were actual mature 
performances, Holsteins and Brown Swiss have been at 
a material disadvantage. The difference has penalized 
Holstein records by 6.44%; Swiss by 18.85%, and in 
the Guernsey, Jersey and Ayrshire breeds their junior 
2-year-olds have gained 2.24%, comparing the conver- 
sion standards formerly used with those which are now 
to be employed. 

These breed inequalities will undoubtedly be cor- 
rected in future work, but what about the records al- 
ready published? And the future sire indexes where 
the earlier records of the dams have been completed and 
are listed in Washington under the old method now 
shown to be inaccurate? 

Prof. Kendrick also opened up a large new field of 
conjecture in regard to conversion factors when he stated 
that preliminary studies seem to show that the weighi 
of the 2-year-old heifer at first freshening may also 
have an important bearing on the relationship of that 
first lactation performance to the later mature perform- 
ance of that animal. In other words, a well-grown and 
well-developed 2-year-old will not show as great a pro- 
portionate increase at maturity as will the record of a 
small, under-developed 2-year-old. They are likewise 
attempting to work out a further factor that will express 
the differences in environment in feed, which have an 
important bearing on what the proper conversion factor 
should be. 

All of which seems to boil down to the observation 
that you cannot breed good cattle entirely on paper. 
There is still plenty of place for breeder-sense. 


A Farm Machinery Problem 

N THE complicated problem of Defense priorities it is 
| important that the needs of materials for manufacture 

of farm machinery be not overlooked. There can be 
no National Defense without food and food will be the 
key factor in determining the outcome of the present 
world holocaust. Its production in sufficient quantity 
is definitely dependent upon adequate machinery-parti- 
cularly so when man-power is being so largely drawn 
from food production for service in the armed forces and 
defense industries. Farming is the only industry urged 
to produce more with less man-power. 

The answer—-and American farmers will meet the 
challenge lies in larger use of machinery. ‘Give us 
the tools’? was Churchill’s plea. And it is the plea of 
the food-producing industry of America today. 

The leading farm equipment manufacturers—which 
are just as much in the front line of the defense effort 
as are the makers of aircraft, guns and tanks—have 
already placed their case before the authorities, and 
they have done it well. But Agriculture itself should 
speak. Our farm organizations should use their facili- 
ties to secure reliable estimates of what the farm mach- 
inery and equipment needs of American farmers and 
dairymen will be to do the job right in crucial 1942. 
And it is important that these needs be surveyed now. 
rather than later when the work on 1942 crops should 
be moving full speed ahead. 

Such information is essential to intelligent allot- 
ment of the materials necessary for manufacture of these 
needed tools of food production. And if we fail to 
present our case on a basis of reasonable accuracy, We 
can well expect shortages in vital equipment when the 
time arrives that we must have them to meet our pro- 
duction responsibilities. Properly apportioned, the cri- 
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tical materials such as aluminum, chromium, nickel, 
tungsten, ete. that would be needed for farm equip- 
ment manufacture would hardly make a dent in the 
total supply—but we are heading for trouble if we do 
not determine now what our requirements will be for 
1942.

SALT AS A CURE FOR CALF SCOURS 
Editor, 
Holstein-Friesian World: 

The use of common table salt or livestock salt for 
calves to stop scours has been brought to my attention 
by a neighbor. 

It appears to be very successful. He has had no 
failures with it thus far. Likewise others who are try- 
ing it are having good luck. I have been using it with 
success too. 

The use of salt for calves was started by him when 
he noticed a sick calf licking a block of salt a great 
deal. It got over the scours. Then he tried putting a 
spoonful on the calves’ tonges if they were sick and they 
got alright. Since then it is fast becoming an accepted 
practice in the neighborhood. 

This use of salt or common sodium chloride for 
calves, of course, would help the hydrochloric acid in the 
stomach sufficient to kill the calf scour germ. That 
probably is the basis of the cure. This acid is a neces- 
sity for digestion in older animals but the baby calves 
are too young to be secreting it in sufficient amounts to 
kill off bacteria. The use of salt corrects the dificiency, 
aids digestion and kills off bacteria foreign to the 
stomach.

Belle) was scheduled to calve February 6 to the service 
of Fond Memory. (Homer Remsberg got this baby bull.) 

Dunloggin Golden Cross is the third junior sire, with 
a stall over in the end of the other wing of the calf barn. 
He’s flashy fellow, black just like the others, and straight 
as a string, with a fine set of legs under him. He, of 
course, is by Woodmaster, and his dam is Lashbrook 
Pearl Ormsby 2d, giving him the same percentage of 
Pearl blood as his sire.

The test barn is down the hill and around the dairy, 
It has a row of some 12 box stalls along each side with 
a wide alley down the center. Elenora is there, Town at 
the end of the left hand row, and her new-born daughter, 
Mistress Melody, was still there in the little pen beside 
her. Just across the alley is Dunloggin Adeen (Admira] 
Ormsby Fobes Again from old Glencliff MBB Queen, 800- 
lb fat daughter of Marathon Bess Burke). Adeen, a 
3.9% tester, made 633 as a junior two-year-old, 682 in 
ten months as a junior four-year-old with 759 for the 
year, and her current record, ending about the first of 
April, will stop at around 950 lbs. (It exceeded predic- 
tions—beat 1000 lbs.) She is a beautiful animal, and 
with her maternal sister by Woodmaster, Dunloggin Mis- 
tress Queen (629 of fat at 3 years), would make a pro- 
duce the show boys couldn’t forget in a long, long time. 


Adeen’s daughter by Hair Line, a son of DeCreamCo 
Calamity Posch 15th, is another beauty, with 700 lbs 
fat in ten months as a junior four-year-old. Hair Line 
was one of those youngsters good enough to be sampled 
and laid away. He received his unique name from the 
fact that a slick butcher, trying to pull a fast one, had 
him all loaded into his truck with a number of veal 
calves before the dastardly plot was discovered. He is 
in service in a neighboring herd today. 


You will also see in the Dunloggin test barn, most 
any time you happen in, a number of daughters of Wood- 
master, and when you have the others pointed out to 
you in the other two milking barns, your respect for 
this prepotent old fellow jumps another good big notch. 
First, you won’t see any with poor udders. They’re all 
good, exceptionally good. And second, they have the 
scale and the dairy temperament you like to see. I 
couldn’t help thinking what a sensation four of those 
lovely big black cows would be in a get of sire class. 
There would be plenty of room for them right up at the 
head of the line, and don’t be surprized if you see them 
there someday. Nobody told me they would be shown, 
but no one said they wouldn’t either, and they are most 
certainly too good to spend the rest of their lives at 
home. These Woodmasters aren’t “done loggin’” yet— 
they have their whole future ahead of them. 


The good green Buick took us around the Maryland 
countryside a bit Saturday afternoon, over through Camp 
Meade, now a regular story-book boom town with all its 
hundreds of new temporary wooden barracks, past the 
U. S. Naval Academy, and out to the end of the point of 
land that is Wimbledon Farms, overlooking tide-water 
from the Potomac River. Then a look-in at Bellevue, 
home of one of the state’s good herds, and the “biggest, 
squarest red barn in the country” (those are Paul’s 
words). After that a glance at the Beltsville bulls, 
slumping in their yokes and collars and tugs out on the 


silly looking but effective exerciser. Holsteins, Jerseys 
and a lone Red Dane. 


Sunday featured a Lauxmont turkey dinner at Mrs. 
Cary’s, with the Freddy Wetmores and the Merle Camp- 
bells (minus Becky and the baby), and a trip around 
through town for a short visit with John ‘‘Mac” Dennis, 
Jr., out at Essex Farms at Riderwood. 


Then off up the line to Harrisburg, and the Farm 
Show, and home again.

with or in a lower class than the bull himself; but that 
semen, even without natural service, can not be used 
safely on a cow in a higher class than the bull. 

When a herd is not so large as to justify using four 
bulls the cows ‘definitely infected’ and those ‘probably 
infected’ may be bred to the same bull; the ‘exposed’ 
females to a second bull; and the ‘probably clean’ 
females to a ‘probably clean’ bull. If only two bulls 
can be used then the ‘exposed’ females should be held 
over until they can be more definitely classified as ‘clean’ 
or as ‘infected’—and mated accordingly. When only 
one bull is to be used in a Trichomonad-infected herd 
it is essential that he be a clean bull. He may be 
mated naturally with ‘clean’ cows, but must be mated 
with no other females—the remaining members of the 
herd to be inseminated without natural mating.

The use of the infected sire is limited by the number 
of infected females in the herd; and present information 
indicates that only rarely does a bull recover from the 
infection. Sexual rest and strenuous programs of treat- 
ment probably do not improve the chances. 

























The use of the clean sire is limited by the number of 
clean females in the herd; or by the availability of arti- 
ficial insemination. 


The problem, then, of controlling and overcoming 
Trichomonad disease in a pure bred herd boils down to 
these major steps: 


Recognizing the disease—diagnosis. The bull spreads 
it but shows nothing. Cows may discharge after service, 
show irregular heat periods, lose their calves, develop 
pyometra, or calve normally. 


Finding the Trichomonad—clinching the diagnosis. 
The record of each cow must be studied at the time her 
reproductive organs are being carefully examined. Ex- 
amination of pus is more likely to give a positive micro- 
scopic answer than is the examination of swabs. 


Dividing the herd—males as well as females. Four 
groups may be used—Probably clean, Exposed, Probably 
infected, and definitely infected. 


Outlining and following a strict breeding program. 
Mate clean females with clean males, and infected fe- 
males with infected males. When using insemination 
clean semen may be used on infected as well as on 
clean cows. 


It is hoped that this brief discussion will serve to 







emphasize some of the more important facts regarding 
this disease. Working out a program for any particular 
herd requires a thorough study of each cow—her repro- 
ductive organs and her breeding record. Success from 
such a program can result only when it is clearly under- 
stood and is then carefully followed.

The continued upward trend of the 
Holstein market was reflected in the 
132nd Earlville Sale held on July 
16 at the Earlville, N. Y., sale pavil- 
ion. The average was up slightly 
more than $11.00 above the July 
sale of 1940 with nearly 30 more 
animals selling, totaling $18,055 for 
an average of $138.88 on 130 head. 
This is a few dollars under the June 
average, but more animals were sold, 
and though the top price was lower, 
19 animals brought $200 or more, as 
compared with four $200 animals 
the previous month. The offering 
was taken by 50 buyers from New 
York, Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 

John Delles of Lowville, N. Y., 
had the honor of topping the sale 
with a lovely large 4-year-old daugh- 
ter of Lauderdale Ormsby Sensation 
2d purchased by James M. Osborn 
of Wallingford, Conn. The offering 
featured a large number of particu- 
larly nice animals. Two other cows 
sold for $320 and $335 respectively. 

The 68 females in milk made the 
fine average of $172.90 as compared 
with the June average of $151.14 
while comparative average figures 
for the other age groups show a 
slight falling off from the June 
averages.

present program is aiming at a

or Mutual.’”’ And the new Governor- 
pred calf arrived right after the Cow 
Palace sale. 

While this cross is brewing, I 
suggest keeping the eye out for the 
Montvic daughters in the A R re- 
ports, beginning, this fall. They 
promise a first-calf, junior two-year- 
old average above 500 Ibs of fat, 
and when they get their growth, 
you can bet your bottom dollar that 
Howard Smith will have a get of 
sire out on his show circuit. 

Mark Borror, president of the 
state association, is one of Califor- 
nia’s most respected breeders. His 
herd is founded on a great old 
proven herd sire, King Segis Quality 
De Kol, now 12 years old, and as 
active as a 2-year-old. His 40 daugh- 
ters in the herd are big, rough, heavy 
milking beasts that show a real pro- 
fit at the pail. The breeding pro- 
gram seeks to smooth up type, and 
Mark went to Pete Moore for his 
smoother-uppers, a pair of sires of 
the Romeo-Heilo and Heilo-Romeo 
cross, both good looking bulls. The 
Borror ranch is at Springville, in the 
foothills of the Sierras, about as 
beautiful a setting for good old- 
fashioned sidehill dairy farming as 
a man could ask. 

April 26 

Last call in California before 
catching the Challenger back to 
Omaha was at Frank Pellissier’s, at 
Whittier, in the edge of Los Angeles. 
This herd has a K. P. O. P. 39th 
foundation behind the two main 
herd sires of the past ten years, 
Pansco Sacramento, and his brother, 
Pansco Charlotte Fairmont. Both 
have done a swell job in transmitting 
show type. ‘Sacramento’, for many 
years an undefeated grand champion 
at Pomona and the State Fair, has 
11 daughters with completed first- 
calf reeords, only one of which was 
under 500 lbs of fat. So far rec- 
ords have been reported on four 
daughters of ‘‘Charlotte,’” from 518 
to 620 lbs., with 2 others finishing 
soon with with right at 600 Ibs. 
Three of the four that have finished 
test 4.1% or better. 

Sir Monarch Designer, the Paul 
Stewart bred herd sire that came 
within one vote of being Reserve 
All-American Senior Yearling bull 
last year, will be a hot contender 
for two-year-old honors this season. 
Frank bought a Poston-bred bull 
calf at the Cow Palace that he will 
have a lot of fun with on the circuit 
this fall. Keep your eye out for 
him. He looks like a blue ribbon 
favorite to me. His name is Stada- 
cona Hartog Quality Duke.

For some time it has been gener- 
ally recognized the combined age- 
conversion factors for all breeds used 
in compiling dairy herd-improve- 
ment association proved-sire data are 
not entirely satisfactory for convert- 
ing production records of individual 
breeds of cows to a mature-equiva- 
lent basis. 

Until now, however, sufficient 
data were not available to justify a 
study of the relationship between 
age and production by breeds. 
Through the operation of the Nation- 
wide Dairy Herd-Improvement As- 
sociation Proved-Sire Program the 
states reported 305-day lactation 
records for permanent recording and 
data accumulated in sufficient vol- 
ume so that a study could be made 
and reliable age-conversion factors 
for each breed could be developed. 


Such a study was made which in- 
ciuded the following number of rec- 
ords:

In one part of the study a straight 
tabulation of single 305-day lacta- 
tion records of cows of each breed 
for different ages was compiled. 
That is, the records of all cows 2 
years of age were added and aver- 
aged, the records of all cows 3 years 
of age were added and averaged, and 
so on for the various ages. In an- 
other part of the study cows with 
two or more consecutive lactation 
records were included in an effort 
to determine the degree of slope of 
the production trend line from year 
to year so as to reduce as much as

possible the influence of culling. 


Age-conversion factors for each 
breed were developed by both 
methods of tabulation. The age-con- 
version factors developed by the 
straight tabulation of data for cows 
at different ages made a larger cor- 
rection for records of young cows 
and a smaller correction of records 
of old cows than did the age-conver- 
sion factors computed from the slope 
of the production trend line derived 
from paired consecutive records. 
The two sets of age-conversion fac- 
tors were tested on records of cows 
that had a lactation record at ap- 
proximately 2 years of age and a 
lactation record made at maturity 
and on records of cows that had a 
lactation record at maturity and also 
«a lactation record made at 11 to 12 
years of age. 


The age-conversion factors based 
on the _ paired-consecutive records 
converted the 2-year-old records and 
the 11 -to 12-year-old records to 4 
mature basis more comparable to the 
actual mature records than did the 
factors developed by a straight tabu- 
lation of records of cows of different 
ages. Age-conversion factors based 
on paired-consecutive records were, 
therefore, assumed to be more re- 
liable. 


The age-conversion factors for 
the Ayrshire, Jersey, and Guernsey 
cows were not significantly different. 
For practical use and simplicity the 
three factors were combined. The 
factors for Brown Swiss and Milk- 
ing Shorthorn cows similar. Inas- 
much as the Shorthorn factors were 
based on relatively meager data, 
Brown Swiss data were used to de- 
velop combined age-conversion fac- 
tors for Brown Swiss and Milking 
Shorthorn cows. The Holstein fac- 
tors were significantly different from 
the factors for any other breed. 
Factors for Ayrshire, Guernsey, Jer- 
sey and Holstein cows were com- 
bined to develop a set of factors for 
converting records of cows of mixed 
breeding.

MORE COWS IN VERMONT 

In the 30 Vermont DHIA associa- 
tions reporting in both March and 
April there was an increase of 128 
cows on test, 18 associations showing 
increases. Of the 31 associations 
reporting for April 1940 and April 
1941, there was increase of 1,082 
cows, 19 associations showing an in- 
crease. In these same associations, 
the average production per cow in- 
creased from 750 lbs. per month in 
March to 767 lbs. in April, with the 
average in April 1941 about 19 lbs 
above April of the previous year. 





MARYLAND STATE FAIR PLANS 

Maryland State Fair will be held 
August 31 to September 6. Holsteins 
will be judged by Elmer Hansen, 
Ames, Iowa, and judging will start 
at 1 P. M. on Monday, September 1 
(Labor Day) and continue through 
the evening under flood lights until 
the show is completed. Cattle ex- 
hibits have increased to such a point 
that each breed must have a sep- 
arate judging day. Evening judging 
is an experiment with us and if it 
works out well we will no doubt 
continue it. Previously Holsteins 
were judged on Thursday, alternating 
classes with the Ayrshires. This 
worked fairly good before our ex- 
hibits grew so large, but for the 
past two years you know it has been 
too much for one day’s work. 


The Maryland Holstein-Friesian 
Association is also planning a good 
exhibit in cooperation with the other 
three breeds in ‘Profitable Dairying 
Depends on Purebreds” at Timon- 
ium. The exhibits will be situated 
on a plot of ground north of the 
Administration Building and as we 
did last year we will have a milk 
bar in the center. The theme of the 
breed exhibits will be “The Impor- 
tance of the Brood Cow Families in 
“Building a Herd,’”’, each breed to 
work out their exhibit as they 
choose. 


The 1940 show of Dairy Cattle 
was Maryland’s largest, there being 
nearly 700 head on exhibit, including 
the 4-H club entries of which there 
were 163 head—40 head of 4-H’ers 
more than any previous year. We 
hope for just as many this year. The 
Timonium Fair Board are spending 
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about $80,000 this year on improve- 
ments which include two new dairy 
cattle barns.

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during the year, 307 more than in 
the previous year. Culling for 
Bang’s disease was only 3% the 
past year compared to 7% and 13% 
in 1939 and 1938 respectively. Low 
production continues to be cause for 
heaviest culling. 


The comparison between purebred 
and grade herds is interesting. The 
purebred herds average 55 lbs of 
fat per cow more than the grade 
herds; 24 lbs higher than in regis- 
tered and grade herds. 


Holsten breeders predominated on 
the honor list of herds that have 
averaged 400 lbs for three or more 
consecutive years, with 18 of the 23 
herds listed being made up of reg- 
istered or grade Holsteins. Highest 
average for the year just closed was 
made by the 19-cow herd of M. O. 
Titrud and Son of Clarissa, which 
averaged 528 lbs fat. This average 
follows marks of 509 and 510 for 
the two previous years, made on two- 
time milking.

. what kind of a bull do you keep 
on your farm? 

The Lake County Holstein Breed- 
ers’ Association has just completed 
plans to offer farmers desiring bet- 
ter bulls, fine pure bred Holsteins 
under a special ‘“‘lend-lease arrange- 
ment. Here’s the way the plan will 
work. 

The breeder will put a bull on the 
farmer’s farm free of charge for a 
specified period of perhaps a year or 
two or three. At the end of this 
time, the bull will be sold, and the 
proceeds of the sale will be divided 
in the following manner: 

If the bull was three months of 
age when placed on the farmer’s 
place, the breeder will get one-third 
of the sale money, and the farmer, 
two-thirds. If the bull was 3 to 6 
months, the breeder and farmer will 
split the sales money equally be- 
tween them. If he was 6 to 9 
months when first put in the farm- 
er’s herd, the farmer will get one- 
third of the sales money, and the 
breeder, two-thirds. Finally, if the 
bull is of serviceable age when put 
in the farmer’s herd, the breeder 
shall keep all of the money at the 
time of sale. 


Only bulls out of high producing 
dems will be eligible to be used 
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under this plan. The dam of the 
bull must have a 365-day record of 
at least 270 lbs of butterfat as a 
two-year-old on twice-a-day milking, 
or a mature equivalent of 360 Ibs 
of butterfat. She must also have a 
test of at least 3.25 per cent butter- 
fat. 

Lake county farmers interested in 
trading off their scrub bull for a 
young pure bred animal from high 
producing parents are advised to 
contact President Ken Monson, or 
Holstein Association Secretary 
Charles Wray. Either can ‘be reached

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What Price Breeding ? 


By E. J. PERRY, New Jersey 


“We usually get what we pay 
for,’—an old saying but true in 
cattle breeding as with any com- 
modities. The making of a reason- 
able investment in superior blood 
as a means of herd improvement is 
one of the last hurdles that so many 
dairymen seem to be willing to clear. 
Yet the herds that have been classed 
as good for a number of years have 
been immeasurably helped by qual- 
ity bulls. There are great numbers 
of dairymen who gladly pay a good 
price for a cow, but object to invest- 
ing even $5.00 to have that cow bred 
to a superior bull. This statement 
is seldom true of an owner of pure- 
breds, a fact that tends to show the 
desirability of increasing the popu- 
lation of our registered cattle, pro- 
vided they are of the profitable var- 
iety. This is not an effort to boost 
bull prices. They will depend on 
demand and supply and quality. 


Cooperative Breeding Not Synonym 
For Cheapness 

One of the dangers facing some 
of the new artificial breeding associ- 
ations, is the attempt to give serv- 
ice at a cost considerably less than 
that of natural breeding, i. e., of 
keeping a herd bull. An association 
that is under financed can never grow 
and succeed. This danger should 
be recognized and plans made in 
time to warrant that each associa- 
tion will be properly financed, be- 
cause without sufficient funds to 
enable it to get the use of extra 
good bulls, the main object of the 
organization will be defeated. 


Artificial breeding offers farmers 
a practical opportunity to share the 
use of some of the top flight bulls 
of the country at a cost much less 
than they would have to pay to own 
such bulls individually, but hardly 
at a cost less than they can get the 
cows in calf to a young low priced 
bull. Most dairymen do not have 
large enough herds to justify keep- 
ing an aged, proved bull. The con- 
tinued use of young, unproved bulls 
makes dairying more of a gamble 
than if good proved sires were used 
at least part time. 


A charge of $5.00 per cow (for as 
many as three inseminations if re- 
quired) is the breeding fee for most 
of the associations operating to date. 
Dairymen who are familiar with 
breeding principles and who appre- 
ciate the necessity for good bulls, 
Say this charge is reasonable. To 
those who have been accustomed to 
picking up a young bull quickly and 
asking few or no questions about his 
hear ancestors’ achievements, the 
fee seems too high. Let us consider 
a couple of figures. Some impartial 
judges of the bulls, both proved and 
unproved, that are now being used 
in the artificial breeding associations 
set their average worth at $300 as a 
conservative estimate. Suppose that 
in a certain district, dairymen could 
each buy a bull of this caliber. Their 
total investment in bulls would be 
$30,000 and they would use each 
bull about two years because they 


would probably not want to go in 
much for mating sire to daughter. 
The yearly investment would then 
total $17,500 for the group. As- 
suming that these 100 men were 
members of a well organized artifi- 
cial breeding association and that 
their herds averaged 15 cows, (a 
rather common average for many 
dairy sections), their yearly cost 
for artificial breeding at $5.00 per 
cow would be half of the bull cost 
where each would have his own bull. 


It’s The Bulls, Not The Method 
This new system of breeding is a 
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means to an end and not an end in 
itself. The goal is better dairy 
cattle. Scores of thousands of yearly 
production and feed records in the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Associa-., 
tions and from other sources show 
that one-third of our national dairy 
herd of 25,000,000 cows does: not 
pay for the feed and labor expended 
on it. Only 20 percent of.the bulls: 
proved in these improvement associa- 
tions have daughters averaging over 
400 pounds of butterfat on the ma- 
ture ten months milking basis. . By 
a strict culling campaign: and the: 
multiplied use of our very best sires, 
a most beneficial revolution in econ-.. 
omical production would result dur- 
ing the next ten to fifteen years.

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The tool with which to get the blood 
of these bulls is artificial breeding. 


Not only can influence of our best 
proved sires thus be greatly ex- 
panded, but the most promising 


young bulls can be quickly tried out 
and proved six months to a year 
sooner than usual. Those which 
prove their real worth can then be 
brought back into heavy service in 
the associations. The bull selection 
committees of these associations will 
henceforth be scrutinizing the work 
of the sires and cow families of the 
best registered herds of the country, 
looking for those bulls, both proved 
and young ones, that promise to be 
of greatest benefit to members. This 
is a challenge to all breeders every- 
where to do just as scientific a job 
of breeding as their ability permits. 
A uniform system of records of pro- 
duction on all cows in the herd will 
be looked upon by these bull com- 
mittees as a complimentary ticket of 
admission to the breeder’s farm. 


In Denmark where the first co- 
operative artificial breeding associa- 
tion started in 1936, the number of 
dairy cows is said to be reduced at 
least 20 per cent since the German in- 
vasion in the spring of 1940. But 
yet artificial breeding there is on 
the increase, according to a letter 
written in that country by Dr. K. A. 
F. Larsen on March 2\1st of this 
year and received in this country in 
April. He states that the 10 
“Breeding societies’’ that had been 
operating for many years on his 
home island of Samso as natural 
breeding groups, have all become af- 
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filiated with the one large artificial 
breeding association with 4000 cows 
enrolled for breeding this year. The 
breeding fee is approximately $5.00 
per cow. 

The Two Roads 

We are today in a challenging 
period of dairy cattle development. 
Ahead are two roads. One is the 
easy way that is travelled by the 
majority, with only a modicum of 
returns and enjoyment without much 
serious thinking about how to have 
better cattle. The other a harder 
road, especially at first, with its de- 
vious windings. But with the help 
of the guideposts of new scientific 
facts it usually leads not only to 
more profitable goals but also to 
the great satisfaction that comes 
from making a contribution to the 
program of improving our country’s 
livestock. 

The newer discoveries in the pres- 
ervation of bull semen, and in the 
treatment and management of sires 
mean they can be utilized to an ex- 
tent unthought of a few years ago. 
Semen can now be diluted and stored 
up to four days with results as good 
as with that used on the day it is 
collected. It is difficult to gauge 
the potential usefulness and worth 
of some of our association bulls 
which a year or two ago had been 
serving only 25 or 30 cows a year. 
Now their influence in hundreds of 
herds is building interest in better 
cattle. Among the association mem- 
bers, a considerable number had pre- 
viously bred their cows to the stock 
yard variety of males. Their calves 
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O-Wars, Creators, Pabsts, etc.

local veterinarian is called. Hereto- 
fore, home remedies were usually 
resorted to and if a calf died the 
loss was not keenly felt. 

Once there is first hand proof that 
better breeding pays, an individual’s 
objection to the paying of an ade- 
quate breeding fee usually disap- 
pears. With the proving of more 
bulls every year and the checking up 
on more cow families, the obtaining 
of superior bulls both for the breed- 
ing groups and individual breeders 
should be easier in the future.

thirteen individual and six group 
classes of the Holstein show. 
The prize money offered by the 


Dairy Cattle Congress is being sup- 
plemented by the appropriation from 
the Holstein-Friesian Association, 
whose board of directors has in- 
creased the amount to $1,500. The 
combined premiums will be the 
larges total premiums money offered 
the breed at any fair or show being 
held this year. Of the allocated 
$1,500, the State Herd Classes re- 
ceive $540, with the balance going 
to the Open Classes. 

As in former years, cows that have 
produced in official tests of 300 
days or over, butterfat exceeding 50 
percent of the requirement for ad- 
mission to the Advance Registry, will 
be awarded a 25 percent increase in 
the regular premiums. 

The Dairy Cattle Congress will 
also present special awards to win- 
ners in the Premier Breeder, Premier 
Exhibitor and Championship classes. 
Each State Herd exhibiting, regard- 
less of where it places, will be paid 
$100. (Rules for the State Herd 
Class attached). 

Special Holstein days at the Con- 
gress are Thursday, October 2 and 
Friday, October 3. The judging of 
classes will start at 9 a. m. each 
morning with J. C. Knott, well 
known authority of Pullman, Wash- 
ington, serving as official judge.

THE NATION'S BIGGEST LITTLE 
SHOW 


By M. B. Nichols 

For twenty six years, which have 
included lean years, fat years, war 
years and drouth years the little 
town of Richmond, Utah has always 
taken time to celebrate “Black and 
White” days, the first event of its 
kind in the nation and a celebration 
which has had far-reaching effect on 
the excellence of dairy cattle in Utah 
and Southern Idaho. 

Richmond’s Black and White show 
was started as a means of inter- 
esting Cache Valley farmers in 
dairying and also a means of inter- 
esting those engaged in dairying in 
securing good sires and outstanding 
females. Even those who initiated 
the movement could hardly have 
hoped for the results which have 
been attained not only in the realm 
of Cache Valley, but throughout the 
Mormon state and into the Southern 
reaches of Idaho. Seldom does one 
travel through a like stretch of 
country and see as many fine sires— 
bulls with the top ancestry in the 
nation in their blood. Likewise, the 
female in the show—animals which 
can take their place in any royal 
show in the country and still hold up 
their head—have production records 
—made under ordinary farm condi- 
tions—and these will range from 
the 350 to over 700 pound fat class. 

When the Silver Anniversary was 
over in 1940 some thought a climax 
had been reached, but those few 
failed to consider the Black and 
White Committee. Early morning 
May 16 cattle started to arrive by 
truck, by ‘‘Horse” and tied behind 
wagons until the entire grounds were 
filled with the well groomed beasts, 
and the count stood at 188 animals. 
When the friendly competition was 
over G. C. Anderson of Boise had 
made a big white bull, a son of Wis- 
consin Admiral Burke Lad, owned 
by Robson Bros. of Plains City, 
grand champion. The more than 
1900 dairymen saw Plowman Bros. 
of Smithfield pit their aged cow, a 
double granddaughter of Forum Uni- 
form, against the field and emerge 
with the highest award. Likewise, 
earlier in the day, a flashy black sen- 
ior yearling heifer, smooth as silk, 
owned by the Utah State Industrial 
School, had been selected as ‘“‘tops’”’ 
among the youngsters under two 
years of age, with a bull calf from 
Utah State Agricultural College win- 
ning the junior championship.
